Judge Krum argued that while Denny 
may have had information concerning the 
deal he had no positive knowledge of it 
‘@nd therefore did not commit perjury 
‘when he told the grandjury he had no 
‘Knowledge of it. 

The attorney expatiated upon the fact 
that knowledge and information were two 
widely different: matters and added that 
Murrell had been exhibiting the key of 
the safe deposit box to the members of 
the combine-before they would believe the 
money was ready. 


CHARACTER WITNESSES.

SMOKE AND FOG THE CAUSE 


CAR PASSENGERS PLUNGED INTO 
DARENESS EAST OF GRAND. 


Dr. Hyatt Says Heavy Covering Was 
Due to Failure of Wind to Carry 
Off the Fog—Continued 
Cold Predicted. 


A stygian pall enveloped the downtown 
district of St. Louis this morning when 
the masses went to work at 7 o'clock and 

las.ed until 9:30, 
when the covering 
pegan to rise. Elec- 
ric bulbs and gas 
lights were gleaming 
in offices and stores, 
factories and work- 
shops, for the obsti- 
nate fog or smoke 
and mist refused to 
be dissipated, cling- 
ing together in dense 
masses close to the 
surface of carth. 
The area of the 
deep gloom was be- 
tween the river and 
Grand avenue, and 
from For.jieth street 
on the south to Fiftieth street and Broad- 
way on the north. 

The heavy accumulating clouds, dark 
and forbidding, rolled up from the south 
and east, augmented by the smoke of hun- 
dreds of factories, and hung in cumbrous 
banks fn the northwest. The effect was 
uncanny, especially to thousands who 
left their homes with the sun_ shining 
bright, when they were carried on street 
cars into the forbidding belt. 


PLUNGED INTO NIGHT. 

Passengers on Delmar cars as they left 
De Hodiamont station congratulated them- 
selves that rainsticks were not needed. 
Old Sol was refulgent and his rays shed 
a beautiful glow upon the minarets and 
mosques of.the World's Fair buildings. 
When Grand avenue was reached they be- 
gan tc wonder if they had not been mis- 
taken in not providing for an inclemént 
day and as they proceeded further towards | 
Broadway they began to make inquirtes“as 
to the cause,of the strange transition. 

Across the river in Hast 8t. louis all 
was bright and cheerful at 7 o'clock, but 
by 8 the clouds were beginning to obscure 
the sun. 

The pall enveloped the Tower Grove ds- 
trict at an early hour and only was lifted 
as the Breese carried it on north. Peo- 
ple residing in Baden to the north, as they 
arose, looked to the south, and saw dense 
clouds. It was clear in their district. At 
Broadway and North Fiftieth street, arti- 
ficitl hght was a necessary adjunct to 
breakfasters, and the darkness seemed to 
increase momentarily. 


‘CLEAR IN CARONDELET. 


To the extreme south,'in the Carondelet 
disirict, conditions were normal. The sun 
shone, and early risers congratulated them- 
selves on a beiutiful day in store. Farth- 
er north. at Sonth Fiftieth and Broadway, 
appeare/ to be the center of the staoke and 
mist avalanches, which were carried on 
their passage with the northerly wind 

“The phenomenon is attributable to the 
massing of smoke, fog and cloud districts,”’ 
said Dr. Hyatt to the Post-Dispatch. 
“There was an unusual accumulation of 
these elements, but the atmospheric con- 
ditions are normal. The wind was sim- 
ply not strong enough to diffuse these ele- 
ments and the appalling darkness was the 
result. The clouds will be lifted before 
noon.”’ 

Dr. Fiyatt’s prediction for tonight and 
tomorrow is threateniig and continued 
cold. The temperature in St.-Louis at 7 
this morning was 3) degrees. There is a 
storm over the Atlantic coast. In the 
Northwest it was 18 degrees below zero 
this morning.

After Completing Instructions to 


Neighbors Regarding Obsequies, 
Old Man Took His Life by 
Swallowing Carbolic Acid. 


After inviting his friends to attend his 
funeral and naming two whom he desired 
to have serve as pal bearers, aged Philip 
Thomas, “the fiagbearer of Carondelet,” 
took his life last night by swallowing car- 
bolic acid at his home, 7617 South Sixth 
street. 

The old man told his friends yesterday 
that he had decided to kill himself Thurs- 
day night or Friday, so that his funeral 
would be hed on Sunday, when they 
would not have to leave their work to 
attend. Ccntrary to the expectation of his 
neighbors, who laughed at what they 


thought his whim, he carr.ed out his plan. 


Thomas was 47 years old and a fuml- 
gator in the city health department. He 
had complained of the il) effects of his 
work on his health, and those who knew 
him best believe that the despondency 
which led to his suicidal act was thus 
caused. 

Tne old man’s favorite occupation was to 
carry the American flag’ at funerals, politi- 
cal processions and pudlic demonstrations 
of all kinds. Although not a veteran him- 
self he had foflowed the hearse to the 
cemetery after most of the old soldiers who 
died in Carondelet In the last 30 years. He 
did not care to attend political meetings, 
unless he could earry’ the flag, and h® pa- 
triotic hobby was always indulged by those 
who hac such demonstrations in charge. 


CHOSE FUNERAL ORATOR. 
When he had made up his mind to end 
his life, Thomas started out yesterday af- 


ternocn to summon his friends to the fun- 
eral. He first visited William Kaufer. 
“1 want you to make a speech at my 

funeral, Bill,’’ said the old man. 

“Sure, T'll gs k at your funeral, . if 
live long enough myself,’’ said Ka) ifer, an

The old man then fovnd William Wieland 
and Herman Haw, neighbors, and to d them 
thai he had selected th«m as pallbearers.

GUARD AGAINST ACCIDENTS 


BLIZZARDS AND LANDSLIDES ARE 
THEIR ENEMIES. 


They Patrol Lone Districts and Save 
the Traveling Public From 
Harm—In Many Acci- 
dents Themselves. 


Brave men of a class whcse virtues have 
never been extolled ar® the members of 
the Association of Kailway Trackmen who 
have been holding a convention in Havlin's 


Hall. The trackman is the occupant of a 
position that has come into existence coin- 
cident with modern railroading. His duty 
is to walk along the .rack and keep a bright 
lookout for obetructions or even train 
wreckers. -Anything which menaces the 
safety of trains is his concern, and the 
fact that more people are killed at home 
than upon railway trains is a tribute to 
his fidelity, All the risk of railroading is 
not assumed by engineers and other train- 
men with whose tasks the public is so 
familiar. The men who welk tracks have 
strange and dangerous experiences, a few 
of which are described below: 


RIDE ON A SNOWPLOW. 

‘“‘My ride on an acrobatic snowplow was 
one of the most thrilling events in which 
I haye ever taken part,” said N. Rancos, 
a flagman from Quebec, Canada. ‘The 
road was a new one with many stumps on 
each side of the track. We were ciarged 
with the duty of keeping it open and a 
heavy snow had fallen. We were going 
along at high rate of speed when the 
plow jumped the track and ran into a 
Stump. It turned a-complete somersaulilt 
ard the 15 of us who were on the inside 
of the car, which is a part of the plow, 
were thrown in all directions. Nobody 
was hurt and the ergine itse)f d‘'d not 
leave the tiack.”’ ‘ 


COLD A SEVERE ENEMY. 


“Sudden changes in temperature out in 
my country form the greatest danger to 
railways,’ said J. Scott of Parkbeg, N. 
Vv. T. +=“The thermometer out there dur- 
ing six months in a year is quite as much 
of a gs} mpast as the snowjn>w my friend 
has just described. A Chinook wind may 
be blowing-one day and the next the tem- 


“That sort of weather causes the steel 
rails to snap and upon the trackwalker 
depends the duty of discovering them before 
they derail qa train and kill a number of 
passengers. The exposure is such that only 
the hardiest man can hold the job.” 

“I was run over on a railway track,yet 
in four months I was about as wel] as 
éver,”’ 
canaba, Mich. “It happened while I was a 
section hand on the Northwestern railway. 
Three of us took the handcar and went to 
the eastern end of the section to get the 
roadmaster, P. P. Plumkett. We wanted to 
show him how fast we could travel and on 
the way back each man was pumping as 
hard as he could. 

“T was on the front end of the car. The 
handle broke and I fell in front of the car. 
I was in about the center of the track. 
The flange of one of the wheels cut off the 
rim of my hat, and the gearing wheels, 
which are directly underneath a handcar, 
struck me. 

‘The car was heavily loaded, andit rolled 
me up like a ball and Gragged and shoved 
me along over the ties for 20 feet or more 
before it was stopped. It smashed several 
ribs, and bits of flesh were scattered along 
the track. Most of my injuries were only 
skin deep, however. When they gct me 
out the whole weight of the car was resting 
on my body.” 

IN A BLIZZARD. 

“During a blizzard near Boston,’ said 
FE. Jackman, an employe of the Boston & 
Maine railway, ‘14 engines with snowplows 
were stalled in the snow. First one engine 
was sent out with a snowplow to clear the 
track. Word came back it was stuck, and 
another was sent out. It was stalled, and 
then a double-header was sent out. 

‘This kept on until the entire 14 were 
fast in the snow and helpless. They waited 
until the storm cleared away, when, with 
a big gang of men they got back to the 
roundhouse. 

‘In all my 17 years’ experience raltlroad- 
ing,’’ said W. F. McAfee of the Frisco, ‘I 
have never had a hatcbreadth escape, but 
I have gone through scme tests cf endur- 
ance that were just as trying. A big 
page on the road for which | was work- 
ing ‘u -$86 compelled me to go for five days 
and ‘too nights without any sleep and 
to work most of the time, too.”’ 


DANGER FROM LANDSLIDES. 

“On the Norfolk & Western, for which 
I work,” said W. F. Scott of Martinsdale, 
W. Va., “the greatest danger is from 
landslides. The road runs through the Blue 
mountains and during the spring rains 
great quantities of earth and stones come 
down on the track, wrecking any train 
that may happen to run into them and 
often carrying away large portions of the 
roadbed. 

“In one of my night journeys along the 
track I found that a landslide carrying 
with it a rock weighing fully 20 tons had 
falien on the track. A passenger train was 
due and-as I ran down the track to sig- 
nal it 1 heard the whistie of the locomo- 
tive. 

“I swung my lantern until the train was 
almost upon me, but the train whizzed 
by at the rate of 39 miles an hour, and did 
not stop until the cowcatcher just touched 
the dirt from the slide.” 

“The passengers never knew what @ nar 
row cscape they had. 

“Rive years ago,” said C. H. Malone of 
Macon, Ga., “there was a wreck averted 
neat Macon, and many lives saved. There

DELEGATION IS FOR WALLACE 


His Clean Record, Jackson County 
Leaders Say, Carried City Sol- 
idly for Democrats.

TO ALL EXCEPT EXPERTS HE AP- 
PEARS RATIONAL. 


Talks of Case and Declares He Hopes 
to Be Freed From Asylum, Where 
He Has Been Confined 
Six Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—William 8. Van- 
derbilt Allen is still restrained as a per- 
son afflicted with the mental monomania 
known among physicians as parania. The 
great grandson of Commodore Vanderbilt, 
who is at a sanitarium at Westport, Conn., 
where he has been for the last six years 
talks freely of his case, and to all except 
the experts he appears rational. 

Among the things Mr. Allen said that in- 
dicated resentment ‘towards his family 
was: 

“If I had money enough to hang around 


vee! aos on the skirts of my grandmother's 
family, to play polo, to give monkey din- 
ners, lead the german, and to act as the 
clown at lawn circuses, I presume I'd be 
quite the ‘hail fellow, well met,’ today.”’ 

He spends his time playing golf, work- 
ing in his garden, or es in a studio 
he has improvised in a barn ioft near the 
sanitarium. 

As soon as Mr. Allen was informed that 
there was a visitor to see him, he came 
swinging up the front steps, three at a 
time. His tall, sinewy form looked in ad- 
mirable physical condition. About his 
throat was knotted a handkerchief, and in 
his hand he held soft traveling hat, 
which he had dofted as he entered Dr. 
Ruland’s office. As he was introduced to 
his caller his manner was perfectly self- 
possessed and as suave as would be ex- 
pected in a man of the world well bred and 
cultured. 

“Yes,” he said, “I hope I am going to 
get out of here. I like Westport well 
enough to come back and take a house and 
live here, but I want to feel that I am 
under no restraint. I have tried to be- 
lieve that my sister sent me here with only 
the best of motives. The two physicians 
who saw me at her house made a brief 
visit, and ] paid little heed to them. In- 
deed, my sister, Mrs. Ward, had so much 
trouble of her own at that time that I 
thought more of her affairs than of my 
own financial difficulties.’’ 

Mr. Allen hesitated, and said he preferred

“T dislike notoriety,”’ he said, “but I sup- 
pose a certain amount of publicity is now 
Inevitable in the shape the case has taken.”’

BELONGED TO MYSTIC ORDER 


FRANK A. STIRTAN’S FRIENDS 
SAY HE IS DEAD. 


His Wife Has Girded the Continent 
Twice in Search of Husband, 
but Has Found No 
Trace. . 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—Analyais of the mys- 
tery surrounding the sudcn disappearance 
of Frank A. Stirtan, formerly a lawyer in 
Chicago and a student of occultism, leads 
his relatives to conclude that he has suf- 
fered the penalty meted to traitors by a 
powerful schoo] in the black art. 

Stirtan disappeared from his home in 
Philadelphia two years ago, after he had 
threatened to expose the workings of a 
mystic order, in which ne was a high offi- 
lal, and since then his wife has toured the 


country in the huope that she might find 
him. She has girded the continent twice 
_ and now is in hiding in Chicago, fearful of 
the vengeance of the conclave in which her 
husband was an initiate. 

The story of Stirtan’s mysterious ‘disap- 
pearance and the causes from which it is 

to have »pruneg furnish a weird un- 
folding ot the rites and rituals, the fearful 
oaths and vows by which disciples of the 
‘purple mother’ were bound in their 
search after the transcendent. 

Several years ago Stirtan took to re- 
pearch in the realms of wizardism and 
mysticism. He became a novitaete in a 
3 1 founded by three Parisians for the 
pursuit of the hermetic sciences and later 
rose to a high office in a secret order com- 

| of men who like himself were search- 
ng for divination of the supernatural. 

Mirenottats of every race and clime be- 
longed to the order, the seal of which ex- 
tended to every land and pledged the mem- 
bers to impenetrable secrecy. Revelation of 
the rites of the organization was punish- 
able by the penalty of ‘‘spiritual and phys- 
cal annihilation,’’ and it is supposed by 
Mrs. Stirtan that her husband has fallen 
a victim to the ritualistic sentence imposed 
on traitors. . - 

Mrs. Stirtan says that her husband not 
only arranged to make public the workings 
of the order, but that tn his position of 
grand architect of the society he counseled 
others to keep out of it and songht to dis- 
courage seekers after occult knowledge. 
She believes that reports of this breach 
came to the ears of the officials of the or- 
ganization. 

Two nights before Stirtan was missed 
from his Philadelphia home strange men 
came to the house and remained in earnest 
eonference. Votces rose high in the occult 
cabal and after the men left the wife 
pleaded with Stirtan to reveal his distress. 

“f am in a frightful predicament,’’ he re- 
plied. ‘i am to be crucified.” 

The next day Stirtan was missing. His 
wife has never heard from or of him since 


that day.

TROUT OF THE CORN FIELDS. 


Queer Sport Made Possible by a Freak» 


of Western Rivers. 


From the New York Sup. 

Running into the Mississippi river from both the 
Iowa and the Wisconsin shore are many creeks 
which were once considerable streams, but have 
now Gwindled to mere trickles. They have rocky 
banks and beds and occasionally deep pools, which 
are 20 yards long by &) feet across. 

These pools conta nh many speckled brook trout, 
survivors of once plentepus scicola, The trout are 
as thoroughly locked in‘as if in a well, but they 
continue to breed and maintain their numbers at 
the eame standard, though where they go to 
spawn aud how the little ones so penned in escape 
the big ones. are mysté@ries which some naturalist 
is yet to fathom. 

The pools freeze over in the winter time with 
ice 86 ‘nches thick, but when the spring run, 
welta it the trout are found healthy and numer- 
ous, though hungry enough to eat bark. 

All that country is om continuous farm, most of 
the farms being owned by Norwegians. Often the 
plow furrows will run down to the edge of a 
pool all the way around. 

At certain seasous a man may hide in the corm 
and cast bis fy if he can obtain permission. As 
the banks of the pools are bare and the water 
in them: of crystal clearness, the angler must ap- 
proach cautiovsly and etand at a stance or he 
will get nothing. 

There is no difference between the taste of the 
flesh of these trout and the taste of trout which 
live in bold rapid full streams. There seems to 
be no diffcrence in their gameneas. 

These trout, living, eating and fighting in the 
midst of wheat, corn and tobacco fields, with no 
current to epeak of about them and no follage 
over them, glisten like their more fortrnate wood- 
land brethren, bave the same cool feel to the 
fingers and leap as greedily to the fly. 

It has been forty years since the streams failed 
them. They are strictly preserved and bid fair to 
be in their fleld hemes fifty years hence.

whose name has been mentioned in con- 
nection with the letter-writing. 


The Woman

Tne 
most irksome part of her journey she de- 
clared was sitting under a water tank 
eweltng the arrival of the eccentric and 
uncertain fre’ght train. 

She seldom had any difficulty in persuad- 
ing the trainment to let her ride, although 
many of them remonstrated with her for 
leading such a life.

Mr. Wetmore posed as an enemy of the trust’ octopus. It will be recalled that 
in interviews and at a public dinner given by the Jefferson Club in the Coliseum 
he denounced unlawful combinations and the Republican party for fostering them. 

Sometime after ex-Goy. Stone had instituted the suit and thus heralded his in- 
tention to bust the trust, the Liggett & Meyer plant was sold to the trust at an enor- 
mous price, Wetmore himself getting about $1,000,000 for his stock. 


When the ouster proceedings were set for hearing in the Supreme Court, shortly | 


after the gale of the plant Stone failed to appear, and the case was continued. 
Finally, when the case had been continuéd a number of times, Attorney-General!

Keep your 
knees straight, your shoulders square, your 
head up, never look at your feet, turn your 
toes well out, and strike off with as long 
a stroke, on each foot alternately, as you 
can. You will soon be master of equilib- 
rium and thereby of the vital necessity of 
all skating. 

One of the first inconsistencies, which 
will be noticed in a day or two, will be 
that one foot is much forwarder in its 
education, and more efficient, than the 
other. There will be a strong temptation 
to avai! yourself of its superior capacity. 
Don't encourage it! Put the temptation 
behind you! Educate the other foot, or 
you will be a lop-sided, sidling skater all 
your life. Never, wheh moving (except of 
course when pulling up. have more than 
one foot on thé ice at a time. Don’t bother 
your head with “inside edge,” “outside 
edge’ and a host of other things you will 
be told about. Get confidence—as you get 
that you will natvrally bear with increas- 
ing pressure on the skates, and they will, 
in obedience to the laws of mechanics, of 
themselves describe a proper course on the 
inside edge. 

That ‘es the fundamental stroke, the be- 
ginning and basis of all: other skating.

THE SPIRITUALISTIC MECCA 


YEARLY CELEBRATION HELD 
THERE ON MARCH 31. 


A New and Powerful Religion Found- 
ed by a Fraud Practiced for Him 
by Two Little Girls, Who 
Afterwards Confessed. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 6—The death 
recently at Newark, N. J., of Maria Fox 
Smith, the last of the celebrated Fox fam- 
ily and sister of the famous Fox sisters, 
the originators of modern spiritualism, re- 
calls the wave of excitement they spread 
over the United States in 1848. The sisters 
first taught in Hydesville, a small viilage 
not more than a dozen miles east of this 
city. it is a quaint place, with houses of 
an old-fashioned frame type. The most 
noted house in the village, and, indeed, in 
western New York, is a small, two-storied 
frame building on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage in which the mysterious knockings 
were first heard. Today Hydesviile is the 
Mecca of the Spiritualists of the world, 
and every year the birthday (March 31) of 
modern spiritualism is celebrated there. 


Spiritualism 

Was an Old Belief. 

Spiritualism can be traced to the primi- 
tive ages—in the superstitions of the sav- 


ages, and even in the worship of the gods 
by the Greeks and Romans, but it was left 
for the humble Fox family in this enlight- 
ened age to originate and give to the world 
a belief that has develo into a positive 
religion. 

There are persons living at Hydesville 
who visited the Fox house & years ago. 
They say that they distinctly heard the 
rappings that were given in answer to 
questions put by the members of the Fox 
family, and by outsiders as well. The house 
was cooumes in 187 by a laborer named 
Michael eekman. His family soon became 
troubled by the mysterious noises. For sev- 
eral months the house was empty. But in 
December, 1847, Artemus Hyde, the owner, 
rented the house to the Fox family. For a 
few months the spirits were quiescent, but 
in March the following year the noises were 
resumed,

There are a dozen here eage 
for revenge for atrocious deeds committed 
by the desperado on his wild raids not many 
years ago. 

Only a few weeks ago it was reported that 
the Apaches were ready to rise against the 
whites. The Mohaves were believed to be in 
secret alliance with them. There certainly 
was a great deal of disturbance and warlike 
sulkiness semees both tribes.
